By the which Logicall Analyſis wee may conceiue, that | 
this Text is a maine part of the narration or fubicR matter | 
of the Sermon it ſelfe , being the very premonition con- 
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cerning falſe Prophets, and alſo vypon what occaſion it is 
brought in , namely immediatly vpon a direQion giuen 
concerning the (trait way to heauen in thele two verſes go- 
ing before : and it is as if our Saviour had ſaid, I know my 
deare Diſciples that you hearing of the narrow way which 
leaderh co happineſle, will be defirous after the manner of 
traucllers to aske all that you meer , but eſpecially thoſe 
which ſeeme to be Prophets, concerning this way for your 
| better direion and conduction. But ler me forewarne you 
of all ocher to beware how you aske direction of falſe 
guides;for they in ſtead of direting you, will ſer you quite 
out of the way, as it is the © manner of Herelie ſo to do. 

In the Text ic ſelfe wee haue two parts: Firtt, our Saui- 
urs caueat giuen to his Church concerning Seducers, in 
theſe words ; Beware of falſe Prophets. Secondly , his 
lively deſcription of them, in the reſt of the Text, In the 
firſt wee haue twothings ; a title, Falſe Prophets; and a 
caution , beware yee. In the ſecond our Sauiour giueth a 
double deſcription of Seducers: and firft hee deſcriberh 
them by their ourward habit,or externall ſhew; They c-me | 
unto you in Sheepes cloathing. Secondly by their intern ll | 
qualitie or diſpoſition , bxt inwardly they are rawening 
Yolnes. In the handling of this Text we will obſerue this 
method. Firſt, we will ſpeake of the intent, or of the Text 
in generall. Secondly, of the extent, or of the particular 


application thereof.

Alſe Prophets.” Hauing diſpatched the Logicall Ana- 
| ly{ts, and divided the Text into its ſeuerall branches, 
in the former ScHion : come wee now (Chrifo auce) to 
the particulars as they haue bene placed in the Diuiſton, 
And firſt of the firſt: namely the title, Falſe Prophets, The 
word Prophet is vied in two ſenſes in the Scripture; in a 
ſrict ſenſe, and in a large: in a frict, and thus icis put for 
a prenunciator or foreteller of things to come, being de- 
rived from the Greeke verbe Tg3gyur, which fignifieth to 
divine: and of theſe diuiners there have beene two forts : | 
firſt, ſuch as did divine truly and ſincerely , thus e Agabue | 
| was a true Prophet, A&s 11.298, foretelling of a tamine, 
which alſo came to paſle in the dayes of C/andim Caſar. 
Secondly, ſuch as did diuine falſly, or if truly, yer not fan- 
; cerely: ſuch as did diuine falfly, thus thoſe 4oo. in 1. K:ng. 
22. which propheſied that Ahab might poe vp to Ramoth 
Gilead and proſper, were falſe Prophets, as appeared by 
the euent. And thus the Heathen Oracles, which propbe- 
c Lib, 18. de Cis| fied (as © Saint eAguFtme bath it: that the Chriftian Reli- 
421,06. 6.54 | gion ſhould continue but ;65, vearcs, were found lying 
Oracles, our Religion hauing continued already aboue 
 ixteene hundred yeares, yea it hath beene from the 
; beginning. Secondly , ſuch as did prenunciate trucly 
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e Lis, Sibyllin | bur not fincerely : thus the © nine Sibyls which ſprung 
| rs } vp amongtt the Heathen , and prophefied concerning the 
incarnation of Chriſt, and of his comming to iudvement, 
they were nor to be eftcemed true Propheteſſes, becauſe 
| | howſoecuer they pred:Red many truths, yer they ſerued the 
b-: | divels turne inthar which they did: ſeekivg the credir of 
his kingdome, and not the glory of God, Much like vnto 
| our vnwitching witches , which doe ſome ſeeming good 
| in the Common-wealth it helping men ſometimes ro 
their | 
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and worthy man, I will be bold to fay that the donum Pro- 
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their goods, and yet cannot be truely called good mems- | 
bers, becauſe whacſoeuer good they do, they do it in the | 
diuels name, for the credicing of his kingdome; doing a 
thouſand times more milchicfe to mens ſoules that lecke | 
vnto thein, then g,000 to their bodies or eſtates. 

Now here a queſtion may be moucd, v4z,, whether the 
oift of true (incere prediction in matters divine bee viterly 
ceailed or no. Learved * Avreti:es (airh , that jt were raſh- 
neſſe totally to denie the gif: of Prophefie to the whole 
Church at theſe dayes; but by the leaue of that Jearned 


pheticum, oc gift of Prophelying, as it was in the Prophets 
of old, which did breath new Scripture, and foretell things 
to come certainely and infallibly, is finally ceafſed, becautc 
the Scripture is now ſo complear, as that nothing muſt bee 
added thereunto, Rexel. 22. 18. 

Secondly, the word Prophet is taken ſometimes in a 
large ſence, and thus it is vſed for a chiefe Speaker or 


Teacher: and in this ſence Miniſters are cal'ed Prophets | 


in dwers places in the new Teftament : and- thus allo the 
Heathen Prieſts which were © Anrs/t:tes fanorum, as one 
{peaketh, the Clarkes of the Cloffer in the Idols Temples, 
were called Prophets. Thus in lixe manner eAratus and 
Epimenides Heathen Poers are tearmed Prophets in holy 
Scripture as being chiefe Speakers and Teachers amongſt 
their Counttymen. This the word w22 which is the ytu- 
all word in the Hebrew Bible, purfor a Prophet, comes 
of the root 52 25two ot the Jewiſh © Rabbines which are 
beſt Interpreters of the proprietic of their owne language 
haue ncred, and the wor! 2» or 2» ſignifies to ſpeakes 
as we'l as to bud. And hetein appearcth the vſefulneile of 
the Rabbins, in that they goe beyond all the Lexicons in 
the world for the naturall deriuation of the Hebrew 
words of the old Te®ament from the right rocts : indeed | 
they are mad Inrerpreters of the matter of Scriptwre,theres | 
in God hath juſtly caft vpon them the ſpirit of ſlun.ber, 
bur chey are acute Incerpreters of the words, | 
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Here in my Text the word Prophet is taken in the large 
ſence 4wHorropyrsy , falle Prophets being pur for 4quſo- 
hSerxdaw?, falle Teachers, by a Synecdoche ſpecics magt | 
exqnifite as<Rhetoricians ſpeake;a more particular tearme 
' being vſed for a more generall. For it is not meant of fuch 
| Mountebankes, as tooke vpon them to forerell things to 
come, which commonly are the obiects of icorne and di- 
 rifion , that wee ſhould beware of them. Although it is 
| true we mult take heed of harkning vato ſuch; but rather 
of ſuch impoſtors and ſeducers as tooke vypon them to bee 
chiefe ſpeakers amonght others, pretending either to ſpeoke 
immediately from God by reuelation, as deified or rather 

diabolized Familiſts, or illuminated or rather occxcared 
Anabaptiſts and other Enthuſiaſts make their deluded Pro- 
{elites beleeue they doe, or clſc to ſpeake from the Oracle | 
of Gods word by aneſpeciall inſight as they ſuppoſe, giuen | 
vnto them to interprer Gods meaning in ſacred writ, as 
the Pope pretenderh he hath. 
| And left that any ſhould erroniouſly iudge that by falſe | 
Prophets here are meant onely erronious Miniſters , and 
ſuch as are in orders, we are to know that the word 
\LeuSorpopimu , is according to the proper ſignification as | 
much as falro Prophete ; that is, ſuch as properly are not 
Prophets, but onely pretend themſelues to bee ſo; and in 
this reſpeR falſe guides amongſt the people are as well 
| meant hete by Pſeudoprophets, as amongſt the Miniſters, 
| Thus much for the title giuen by our Saujour to decei.

But by 
falſe Prophets in this queſtion we are to vaderſtand , firft 
ſuch as obſtinitely perſiſt in fundamentall errours , after 
ſufficient meanes vied for their conuiction , yea not one- 
ly perfilt, but alſo endeauour to diſperſe their pernici- 
ous errours to the peruecting of others , ſecking withall 
to ſupplant the contrary truth : according to that deſcrip- 
tion of falſe Prophers giuea by a learned © Spaniard; | p;ygoprophete! 
They are falſe Prophets which teach againit the truth of | ſust qui docent 
Faith, Secandly, ſuch alſo, whoſe herehies are either Blal- | £9#tra veritatem 
phemous in the dotrine it ſelfe, as the Arians; or traite- + ph5ua _ 
rous againlt ſoueraigntie, as the leſuires ; and where both | * 
theſe concurrce,the perſons in whom they meer do certain- | 
ly deſcrue a thouiand deachs.

Againe, we haue divers examples of this lawfull ſeae- 
ritie executed ypon Idolaters fn former ages. Firſt,in E/z- 
iah,inx. King. 18. 40. commanding a!l the Prophets of 
Baal to be ſlaine. Secondly, in /chr,in 2.Ktmg.10. 24,25. 
Ciuing the like command concerning the worſhippers of 
Baal. Thirdly, in all the inbabitanrs of the land of 7»da,in 
2. King.1 1.18. who deſtroyed all che houſes of Baal, and | 
flue Mattanthe Prielt before the Altars. 

Furthermore, wee haue examples alſo in the Ecclehafti- 
call Hiitories: Firſt, in Con/tantine that famous Chriftian 
Emperour,who enaCtcd a ſtatute, as appeares by a © letter 
of his written to one Taxrus, That if any did offer Sacri- 
fice vpon the Altars : Gladio vitore ſterneretar: he ſhould 
be put to death by the ſword , and his goods confiſcate, 
The like was enacted by © Theodofires, and Valentinianus, | 
by —— alſo, as the ſame Henry Bullinger recor- 

etn, 

And the ground and warrant of *his is the good word 
of God: for the Lord himſelfe ſaith, Dexr. tz, 5. That 
Prophet or Dreamer of dreames ſhall be put to death,becauſe 
he hath ſpoken to turne you away from the Lord your God: 
and in ver{.9.T hox ſalt ſurely kill him, thine hand ſhall be 
firſt pon bins to put hins to death,and afterward the hand of 
all the people, And againe in verl. 10. The ſpalt tone bins 
with ſtones that hee dye , becauſe hee hath ſought to thrufk 
thee away from the Lord thy God. Now if any ſhall ſay 
| this was a Judiciall Law giuen tothe Ifraclites. I anſwer, 

lay it were ſo, yet the equitie of that Tudiciall Law remaij- 
neth ſtill to all Nations. The like proofe we haue in Zech. 
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t 3. 3+ It ſhall come to paſſe that when any ſtall yet propheſie, 
then hu Father and 13 Mother that begate him, ſhall thruſt 
him through when he propheſieth, 

< Saint Auguſtine indeed wauered concerning the like 
point for atime,as he himſclfe confefſerh in one of his Epi- 
les, bur when he ſaw that the City wherein he dwelt was 
reclaimed from Donatiſme by the ſword of the Magi- 
ſtrace, hee reverſed his opinion, and confeſſerh that Here- 
ticxes might lawfully bee enforced and puniſhed by the 
Maziſtrace, 

Buc ifany ſhall obic&, that in the new Teſtament wee 


| are exhorted indeed to flye the company of Heretickes, 


Kom. 16. 17,not to recciue them into our houſes, 2.Epiſt. 
Iohs verſe 10. after the firſt and ſecond admonition to re- 


| ietrhem, Tie. 2.10. 


And heere in my Text to beware of them, but no 


| where to put any of thein to death , I anſwer, at that time 


when the New Teſtament was penned, and alſo when our 


| bleſſed Stwiour lived vpon che earth and Preached , the 


Church of God was vnder the tyrannie of the Romane 
Empire : fo that ir had bene in vaine at that time to haue 
ſirred ic vp to put falſe Prophers to death,the hands of the 
Church being then bound; neither was it abſolutely nece(- 
faric to vie any {uch excitation ,, becauſe there was ſuffici- 
cnt direion given already inthe Old Teſtament, what 
was to be done concerning hereticall Seducers: and yet ir 
15to be obfcrued, that the Church eucn inthe New Teſta- 
ment wiſhed that feducers were cut off, Gal. 5.12. vpon 
the which place, one of the © ancients ſaith, the Apoſtlein 
this Text of Scripture doth not onely wiſh a f irituzll 
cutting off to the ſeducers of his time, bur alfo a corporall 
ab{ciflion : hee defires rhat as they were a meanes to put

Secondly, it ſerues juſtly ro reproue many of our times, | 
who for want of judgement being blinded with affection, | 
are ready to juſt;fle erroneous perſons for a meere outward 
hypocriticall ſhew , be their doctrines and opinions neuer 
ſo pernicious and hereticall; which is as if a fooliſh man or 
woman ſhould commend a Wolfe to bee an innocent and 
harmeleſſe creature, becauſc hee hath put on a Sheepes- 


| Thirdly, it ſerues to teach ſuch as make ſhew of Reli- |

rid themſe]ues out of trouble. Aris was knowne to yeeld 
ro the Nicean Councell as appeares by a Letter of ſubmiſ- 
lion which he wrote to Conſtantine the Great : the which 
Letter is noted by © Tonerizs in the Deſcription of the Ni- 
cean Councell : but his yeelding was meerely Hypocriti- 
call ro rid himſelfe out of trouble, for he retained his blaſ- 
phemous opinjons fill,and diſperſed them in priuate more 
then before. I confeſle the Magiſtrates cannot doe leſle 
( I meane the Church-Gouernours ) then receive penitent 
perſons vpon their ſubmiſſion into the Church againe, ] 
acknowledge alſo that the boſo:ne of the Church ſhould 
bee alwaies open to humbled and contrite perſons. But be- 
cauſe Hypocriticall ſeducers may make it a practiſe to de- 
ceiue Magiſtrates by fained ſubmiſſion, therefore the ſafeſt 
courſe 1s, {which ſtands alſo with juſtice ) ro infli& vypon 
them condigne puniſhment for their former diſturbances, 
and then if after their due puniſhment they will ſubmic

Thirdly, as a Wolfe begets a Wolfe, according to that 
rule in nature, every like begets his like : even ſo pernici- 
ous ſeducers ſpiritually beger ſuch as proue like-ynto them 
 ſelues both in opinion and pratiſe, and indeed they 
which are conuerted , or rather peruerted by hereticall 
ſptrits, whatſoever hig,h-conceits they may haue of them- 
ſelues , they are bur of ſeeming Sheepe made reall 
Wolues, 

Fourthly, as the Wolfe is ſaid to firike a man dumbe, if 
hee ſpic the man before the man ſp;e him: cuen fo when 
ſeducers preuaile,they ſirike nien dumbe,in reſpe of any 
| true profeſſion of Chriſtianity ; yea , they bring them by 
their ſeduCtions to blaſpheme all ſound profcfiion. 

Fifthly,as the wooll of a Wolfe,if it be made intoa gar- 
ment, will prooue bur an odicus garment, breeding ver- 
mine ypon him that ſhall weare it in ſtead of minifiring a- 
| ny comfort, as P/ztarch ſpeakes : euen ſothe good which 
| Poore ſeduced ſoules thinke they receiue by impoltors, 
and decciuers of minds , it will prooue corruption 1n the 
end, 

Sixthly, as the Wolfe maketh ſhew of ciuill yertue, as 
| of chaſtitic and che like, congreſſing bur onely 1 2.dayes in 
a wiole yeare, Enen ſothe moſt pernicious ſeducers com- 
menly make ſhew of much civilitie and morralitie , and 
thereby they doe more harme amongſt the ignorant ſort 
then by any other meanes. Whereupen one of the © Fa- 
thers faith notably z let vs be exceeding. wary of thole he- 
| retickes which arc of the beſt conuerfation , whoſe liues 
| poſſibly are direRed not of God , bur of the diucll. And 
thus wee ſee for what reaſons hereticall ſeducers are fitly 
compared voto Wolucs.

And it being demonſtrated that hereticall ſeducers are 
Wolues , it firſt ſerues not onely to jultifie againſt all ca- 
lumaiators, but alſo much to commend the lawfull ſeue- 
ritie of Courts of luſtice againſt ſuch, © Saint Avgnftine | 
ſairh, there is a puniſhing mercy , and a ſparing cruelcie, 
This may ſeeme a paradox to ſome , but the Facher knew 
what he ſaid ; for it is a puniſhing mercie when worthy | 
Gonernours do puniſh dangerous ſeducers forthe fatertie | 
of the whole , and ic were a {paring crueltie .to let them 
paſſe vnpuniſhed ; for locke how much mercy is ſhewed 
to the Wolfe, ſo much crue!tie is done to the Sheepe,yea | 
ic is mercy to ſeducers themfelues ( if they could $kill | 
of it) that the Gouernors ſceke to reſtraine them from | 
cheir damnable wayes , by inflicting iuſt puniſhment vp | 
on chem, this being the laſt meanes that the Church can | 
vie to cure them : according to that of e{ritotle, pu- 
niſhments are kindes of medicines; but howloeucr fedu- 
cers themſelues and rheir court-flandering adherents do | 
take it, I am ſure all good people haue great caule to 
praiſe God for the zcale of our Gouernours in this re- 
ſpe : our bodies might as ſafely liue in a roaring wilder- 
neſſe in the midſt of Wolues and Tygers , as our toules in | 
our (trongeſt Cities amongſt ſeducers, if there were not 
Courts of Juſtice to ſuppreſle them. 

Secondly,it makes for the iuſt reproofe of many at theſe 
daycs,who when they haue dangerous Wolues diſcouered 
vnto them , will not lend their helping hand to ſuppreſle 
them for the common ſafety of the Church,bur ſuffer them 
to walke vp and downe in the very Sheepectold of Chriſt 
withour refiftance. Gods cauſe and his truth for the which 
they ought to conrend, 7#de 3. is liccle beholding to them, 
I pray God it be not one day layd to their charge : a bad þ 
cauſe oftentimes findes much patronage ; the wicked will 
ſtraine their purſes, rrie their friends , put themlelues to 
great paines for the ſupporting of it; but the cauſe of God 
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may finke or ſwim ( were it not for good Gouernours) for 
any | 
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any helpe or countenance that the men of our time forthe 
molt part will giue vnto it. If it were notoriouſly knowne 
that ſome deuouring Wolfe did haunt about this Citie, 
which had deſtroyed an 100. perſons,] ſuppoſe euery man | 
would lay it to hezrt, and vſe the beſt meanes he could to 
ſuppreſſe ſuch a noyſome creature : are we thus careful] 
| for the common ſifetie of mens liues , and ſhall there bee 
no care for the common fſafetie of foules? Iris fo hainous 
a matter when an hundred perſons are corperally ftran- 
gled, and is it ncthing when many hundreds are ſpiritually 
murdered? But I imagine what you will ſay ; why ſhould 
we put our finger inthe fire? why ſhould we meddle ina 
c--ntrouerfie wnich concernes vs not ? I anſwer, if the con- 
rrouerſic indeede were a meere priuate controuerſie, you 
ſeeme to fay ſorerhing;bur if i: be a publike controuerfie, | 
and concerne the co.1mon fafetie, your obrxeRion or plea 
is little worth,

Ou haue heard in the generall handling of the Text, 
Ys: diſguiſed and palliated Wolues: bur becauſe, as 
the © Poet ſaith truely, things heard with the care, 
oftentimes leaue lefſe impreſſion behind them then chings 
ſeene with the eye. Therefore I will now endeauour in the 
more particular application of that which hath bene ſpo- 
kenzto (hew. you,or to preſent before your eyes, ſuch a ve- 
ry Wolfe as our Sauiour ſpeakes of in my Text. I confeſſe 
a © learned Writer ſaith , which might ſeeme a Paradox, 
Nuts ſunt Lupi in Anglia , that wee have no Wolnes.jn 
England : bur for the true vnderfianding of that Author, 
we-nuſi neceſſarily diſtinguiſh of Wolues : there be natu- 
rall, Wolues and myſticall Wolues : concerning naturall 
Wolucs (and of them he ſpeakes)he reporteth truly to the 
world of our Nation,that we haue none of them ordinarily 
breeding amongſt vs: but concerning myſticall Wolves,it is 
quice otherwiſe: in that ſenſe, 34/ts /zemt £piin Anglia, 
we have many wolues in England, we haue Popiſh Wolues 
which hauc ſought by all pofſible meanes both by force 
and flatterie, to reduce all to blindnefle and ſuperſtition a- 
gaine,as appeares by cheir helliſh Gunpowder-plot never 
to be forgotten, in the yeare 3605, and other dehgnes of 
theirs: we haue Arminian Wolues , which make a bridge 
betweene vs and Popery, endeauouring in ſome points to 
reconcile the Wolucs, and the Lambz:which the very Hea- 
then ® Poets being reaſonable men, haue judged an impoſ- 
fible taske: we have AnabaptiRticall Wolues, which iumpe 
with the Arminjans in codicionalleleCtion ypon forcleene 
faith or workes, in denying the doArine of reprobacion in 
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| the true ſenſe thereof, if maintaining vriiverſall redemp- 
tion of all of all ſorts, in maintaining the doarine of free- 
will,in defending and pleading for falling from grace, or 
the cotall Apoſtacy of Saints, &c. 

' Fourthly, I would wee had not Roley-crofſe-Wolues 
which turne Divinity into phanbes, & idle {peculations of 
their owne braine, clice;ming text-nien, or ſuch. as endea- 
uour to keepe tothe naturall ſenſe of Scripture(not daring 
Vulgares Ther | tg make an allegorie in a Text where the ſpirit of God de- 
logos, HGres to be vnderſtood without an allegorie ) to bee vulgar 
Diuincs, as they inculcate in ſome of their phanſifull 
bookes; boaſting alſo of their ability ro worke miracles 
and to ſhew their Proſelyres God almighty in a bodily 
ſhape , but becauſe they doe this more priuately ; being 

either aſhamed, or affraid it ſhould come to.light, I paſle

hath beene diſcouered of late to his Maieſties High Com- 
miſſion-Court,a notable cloſe-deuouring Wolte,one /ohn 
Hetherington a Boxe-maker, whom I may iuſtly tearme a 
Wolfe(according to the tile giuen to ſeducers in my Text) 
in reſpeR of his pernitious doAtrine , being the Teacher to 
a great number of Fattious perſons about this Citie : and 
he may fitly be compared tothe Wolfe Glanos, © bs Supives 
Tis dyIrwures Which ſeckes to prey ypon men: orto the 
Wolfe Circus, which in- the cold time when the Moun- 
taines are coucred with ſnow , will impudently enter into 
the very Citie to {ceke for his prey, as © Geſzer recotdeth: 
euen ſo this myſticall Wolfe vieth to prey vpon men, as ap- 
peares by the multitude of Schiſmaticall perſons whom 


he hath ſeduced; yea, he is growne ſo impudent, that he is | 


entred into this famous Cicie,to ceaze ypon his prey there, 
alchough be know there bee vigilant Paſtors init, able to 
rcliſt him. 

But that I may proceed methodically in that which I 
haue further to write, I will confine the remainder to 
three heads? viz. 

1. Matter of Diſcouerie.

Concerning matter of Diſcouerie ; I confeſle I haue an

they did glory in that name, as though they had beene the 
onely Ginoſskites or knowing men in the world, euen ſo 
this man is the E/:as left alone, the Miniſters of England in 
| compariſon of him are blinde guides, not able to interpret 
| one place of Scripture aright, if wee may belecue his Pro- 
ſelytes which fo boaſt of him,as was depoſed againſt ſome 
of them in Court,or his owne pratice in raking vpon him 
(as was alſo proued) to deliver in his Conuenticles many

| he 1s knowne notorionſly to hold , as the very Articles of 
| his faith, I wiſh him to remember what hee hath writren,

the leaſt to ceaſſe to eſteeme and belecue it, to haue the 
Lords Day in contempt, to caft off holy duties in private 
Families and thelike; all this is very well knowne in the | 
Citie, to ſuch as do but know his followers, | 
Secondly , hee is very dull to voderfand the truth, for | 
who is more blockiſh then hee which is ignorant, and yet 
{cornes to be taught: but he is very quick-ſighted to finde | 
out cunning euaſions and ſubtill equiuocations to hide his 
pernitious errors ( if poſſibly hee may) from the eye of au- | 
thority;this I am perſwaded prudent men before whom he | 
hath beene conuented, doe parily diſcerne, beſides others 


panie. 

Thirdly,as a Wolfe begets a Wolfe,ſo this ſetary where. 
ſoeuer hepreuailes with any man or woman,to make them 
his Proſelytes, hemakes them like ynto himſelfe : will hee 
equiuocate? ſo will they : will hee traduce good Miniſters 
and good people, terming them Puritans though they be 
neuer ſo conformable?ſo will they: will he ſeeke to ſeduce? | 
ſo will they: I may well ſpeake this by experience,conſfide- | 
ring that there be few or no tendercoſcioned Chriltians in | 
all my Pariſh which haue not bene tampered with, by theſe | 
ſeducing fellowes,and ſollicited to HetherimgtonsConuen- | 


ticles: wherefore as it was once feined concerning [upiter, | 


vaus Thru 98895 , that hee begat new Gods as © one of the | <Eurip.i Pdakas 
| Greeke Poets hath it. So it may bee ſaid concerning He- 


therington without fiction, yiug Tixru! Srafonuss hee begets 
new Proſelytes , which quickly turne traducers of the 
Church, if nat worſe then ſo. 

Fourthly, he comes in ſheepes cloathing: for, Firſt hee 
comes with quotations of Scripture to maintaine pernicl - 
ous errors, witneſle his bookes. Secondly, he comes with |

= true Morality of the Sabbath conſiſting not in a 
myſticall reſting from finne as the Familifts preread, 
but in celebrating of an appointed day in ſeuen in the 
worſhip and ſeruice of God, may bee. demonſtrated and 
proued by theſe arguments following, 

Firſt, from the time when it was firſt inſtituted and 
celebrated and that was in the time of mans innocency be- 
fore any Mofaicall Ceremonie was in vie, Ger.2.3.indeed 


Law concerning che Tree of knowledge of good andeuill, 
yet that tree was no Moſaicall Cecemonie, but a Sacra-' 
ment. 

Secondly, from the manner of writing of the fourth 
Commandement at the firſt, for it was not written in 
paper or parchment, or ypon leaues of trees, but in 
Tables of ſtone, as the reſt of the tenne Commandements 
were, Denteronomie 10.

all other ſolemnitics. 8 Terrallian ſaith, that Chrift hath 
made the Sabbath more holy by his benefaQion, it being 
holy from the beginning by his fathers benediRion.! Saint 
Origes doth in like manner not opely equalize, bur alſo 
farre preferre the Chriſtians Lords day before the [ewes 
Sabbath. * Luther blefſeth God for ſetting apart a pecu- 
liar day for the yſe of his ordinances : yea ® Calzin him- 
ſelfe ſaith, vnleſſe a certaine time were ſet apart for the

Sixtly, God hath ſhewed fearfull iudgements vpon pro- 
phaners ofthe Lords day, as you may read in the Prattice 
of Pietie:a certaine husbandman grinding Corne vpon the 
Lords day,had all his meale burned to aſhes: another car- 


'|rying-Corne ypon the ſame day, had his Barne and all his 
| Corne the next night burned. A couetous Flaxwoman at 


Kingſtat in France inthe yeare 1559. viing with her mai- 
dens to worke in her trade ypon the Lords day, herflax in 
an extraordinary manner tooke fire the ſame day, burnt 
her houſe, and ſo ſcorched her ſelfe and two of her children 
that they ail of them dyed the next day. Stratford vpon A- 
#0n was twiſc almoſt conſumed with fire in one yeare;and 
the like judgement was ſhewed ypon Texerton in Devon: 
ſire: both which townes were knowne to ſuffer much 
prophanation of the Sabbath. In the yeare 1582. 14».13, 
being the Lords day, the ſcaffolds in Pariſgarden fell yn- 
der the people at a Bearebaiting,ſo that eight were ſodain- 
ly ſlaine,and many others hurt and maimed. Alſo a certaine 
Nobleman yſually prophaning the Sabbath by hunting, 


had 'a childe by his Lady, which had an head like a dogs | 
| head 
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head with cares and jawes anſwerable,making alſo a noiſe 
when it cryed like an Hound. In like manner a woman, 
as I am informed, preparing a paire of ſtockings for the 
market vpon the Lords day with a panofcoales at Parſhore | 
inthe Countie of #orceſter, her houſe was burnt and two 
and twenty more vpon the ſame day. It is certaine there 
were ſo many houſes burnt , and that ypon the Lords day,

for that appeares by the Briefe which was gathered at the | 
Churches, And that the fire came by this meanes , ſome 
that then dwelt in the towne , ſaid ynto mee, that they 
would be depoſed of the truth of it. | 
All which may be faire warnings to forewarne not one= 
ly prophaners of the Sabbath, but alſoall ſuch as by their | 
pernicious doctrine teach men to prophane it. 
. Seauenthly, there is infinite necefficie of a Lords day or 
Sabbath. Firſt, for the reſt of poore Seruants and Carttell, | 
which otherwiſe might finke vnder the burden of ynceſ- 
ſant labour, Secondly, for the ſancification of cuery one 
of vs : how worldly minded ſhould the beſt of vs grow, 
if we had not the Sabbath to cake of our hearts from the | 
world? Thirdly, for the inftruRtion of the ignorant : what 
| inftrution haue many thouſands jn this kingdome and 
elſewhere,but onely that which they receiue vpon the Sab- 
bath day. Fourthly,for Gods worſhip and publike ſeruice, 
when is God publikely yvorſhipped in the Countrey ordi- 
narily, but vpon the Sabbath ?

mandement is that one day of ſeauen ſhould be ſet apart 
for Gods worſhip, and kept for conſcience ſake in obedi- 
ence to Gods Commandement : but this they are notori- 
ouſly knowne to denie that any ſuch day ſhould bee now 
celebrated in conſcience of Gods Law : and therefore they 


do deny the morality of the fourth Commandement in the 


right ſenſe thereof, 

Tenthly , whereas they obicR out of Maſter 7yndals 
Workes, or ſome other bound vp with his , that the Anci- 
ent Fathers haue bene of their opinion concerning the Sab- 
bath, I anſwer, that is as true as the vaine boaſt of Popiſh 
Champions is , which pretend that all the Fathers are on 
their ſides, | 

Indeed the Fathers and Doctors of the, Church muſt be 
read carefully and warily in this point concerving the Sab- 
bath , or elſe men may eafily miſtake their meaning and 
abuſe their judgement. They ſpeake of divers kinds of 
Sabbaths : Firſt, ot a Sabbath of rhe © letter , whereby is 
meant the Jewiſh Sabbath. Secondly, of a « myſticall Sab- 
bath, which is a reſting vpon God. Thirdly, of a * delicate 
Sabbath, when a Chriſtian 1s made one ſpirit with Chriſt, 
as * one of the antients ſpeakes. Fourthly, of a ſpirituall 
Sabbath , when wee depart from iniquitie , and become 
practiſers of ſanctification as Þ another of the antients 
ſpeakes, if that worke by the cunning of ſome be not 
wrongfully aſcribed vnto him. Fifthly,of an ® eternall Sab- 
bath in heauen, which is an eternall reſt in that moſt bliſ- 
full place. Sixthly, of a ® morall Sabbath, which is a day 
ſet apart by God himlfelfe in the fourth —

ofan idle Sabbath , they preſently cenſure the morali Sab- 
bath to be in the judgement of the ancients an idle day:and 
thus they peruert the judgement of antiquity many times. 
I ſpeakenor this to juſtifie all the Fathers in euery particu- 
lar ſentence of theirs-concerning the Sabbath , quandogue 
bonus dormitat Homerus, a$* Horace ſaith of Homer : Et 
| Bernhardis non vidit omnia, as it isin the Prouerbe : the 
| Fathers hauc had their Nzuos or failings in their writings 
as a © learned 'man hath affirmed : and ſo in like manner , 
ſome of our:moderne Writers haue-giuen more power 
co the Church ro diſpoſe of the Sabbath, and te alter it a- 
gaine concerning the day, ſo ſhee obſerue one day in ſea- 
uen,then I hopeany Church vnder the Sunne,dareto arro- 
gate ynto her ſelfe ypon their bare affirmations: nor being 
ſufficiently aware how their meanings might bee abuſed 
and peruerted by Familiſts and other Antiſabbatareans ; 
but what'I ſpeake, I ſpeake it for the juſt reproofe of Fa- 
miliſts and ſuch like, which are glad if they can catch any 
| thing, ifit be bur in ſound onely,trom the Writings of Fa- 
| mous men, - to patronize at the leaſt in ſhew their owne 
| kereticall and ſchiſmaticall opinions, like vnto ſpiders 
ſucking poyſon from thoſe writings ; from the which a 
more judicious Reader would deriue ſoundedification and 
inſtruction, | | 
| Thus for (onfutation concerning the Sabbath. | 
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Hetheringtons opinion confuted concer- 
ning the Bookes of Eſdras, 


þ fon ſecond thing which we propounded concerning | 
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matter of Confutatjon, is touching the Bookes of E/- | 
aras: the which bookes Hetherington holdeth (as hath | 
beene proued againſt him by witneſles) to bee canonical 
Scripture,and chat they ought ſo to be eſteemed: where- 
in may appearethe pride and inſolency of this man, who 
being altogerher ynlearned ( ve pore qui nullam linguan 
nowit preter ſuam maternam) yet will take vpon him in 
oppoſition to the whole Church both reformed and vn- 
reformed, rocanonjze new Scripture : in which particu- 
lar he ſheweth himſelfe to be worſe then the very Papiſts : 
the < Papiſts though they haue receiued ſome other Apo- 
chryphall Bookes into the Canon; yet they haue reieRed, 
or at the leaſt not receiued the Bookes of E/dras : bur ler 
bim and his Proſelytes know tarsſ/imum eſe, that it is the 
ſafeſt courſe as Saint © Awgaſtine faith, to receiue onely 
for Canonicall Scripture, ſuch bookes as all Catholike 
Chufthes receiue. And indeede ir concernes authority 
to take this to heart; for if it were at euery priuate mans 
choice what bookes he would recejue to bee Canonicall, 
what would become of the true Chriftian Faith, or what 
{warmes of errors and corruptionof faith would not im- 
mediately inuade the Church as wee fee in Popery, whilſt 
they haue receiued pretended Apoſtolicall Traditions, in- 
truded into the Canon diuers Apocryphall bookes, and 


entertained the ® ſentences of the Pope and the Court of 
Rome as inerran: truth, and have ® equalized traditions | 
to the Canonicall Scripture, what is become of the 
Orthodoxe faith amongſt them ? It is either farre to ſeeke, 

or elſe miſerably corrupted. 
And the Reaſons to proue the bookes of E/aras notto 
be Canonicall Scripture againſt this SeRary, are theſe fol- 
owing. 
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lowing. Firſt, becauſe they were writien atthe firſt, not | 

| in Heb:iew, as the bookes of the Old Teſtament were but 

whatſoeuer Books of the old Teſtament were not written 
in Hebrew, they are not canonical, 

Secondly, becauſe the Church in former times hath not 

received chem for canonicall;recceiuing onely the 2 2 books 


of the Old Teſtament as they were antiently diuided :

hon? I know we are not any further bound to agree 
to former Churches in judgement , then fo farre as they | 


yet to depart from the ancient Churches in that wherein 
they are ſound and Orthodoxe, is horrible preſumption 
and bewrayeth intollerable pride, 

Thirdly, a learned man of our Church faith cf a)l other 
Apocryphall bookes, the bookes of E/aras are worthy of 
the lealt credit being ſuffed full of vaine fables, fitter to 
feede curious eares, then tending to edification,

| Fourthly, thoſe bookes are nx to bee eltcemed Cano- 


| 


, nicall, in the which there be errors, but in the bookes of 
| Eſdras there be errors Ergs. 

| That there beerrors in the third Booke of Eſaras, 1 
; referre the learnedto the annotations of Tunis vpon it : 
and that there be errors i:1 the fourth Booke, I might caf1- 
ly prone by inſtance, For firſt, in the fourth Chapter, the 
Author ſairh that ſoules are kept in the wombe of the 
j earth. In the f1xth Chapter , there is atalc of two great 
alhes, Henoch, and Lewiathan, which no waters could 
| hold. In the fourteenth Chapter hee reporteth, that the 


Bookes of Scripture beiog loſt in the Captiuity, were re- | 
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{tored by him, and how hee had drunke of a cup of wacer 
as fer 1n colour giuen by an Angell, and fo ſpake 40 daies 
together and ceaſed not; in the which ſpace, fiue Scribes 
wrote from his mouth 204 Bookes ; thele and ſuch like 
tales char Booke is full of, as our Learned Country man 
ſpeaketh, whom I cited before. I doe not denie bur in 
theſe dookes of E/aras there may be many truths, eſpeci- 


ally che three laft Chapters of the third booke, which are 


almoſt a meere tranſcript out of the canonicall E/7aand 


Nehemiah: but yet I muſt ſay of them, as Saint © Au. 
o#ſtixe laith of them,and of all the reft of the Apocrypha : 
in his autem Apocryphis, etſi inuenitur aliqna veritas,ta- 
me propter multa falſa nulla eft canomea authorttas,in theſe | 
Apocryphall bookes, although there be found ſome truth, | 
yet in reſpect of many falſe things found in them they have 
no canonicall authority. | 
And thus 1 haue done with the ſecond thing proponnded; 
namely, the Confutation.

An exhortation to Chriſtian people remai. 
ning ſound inthe Faith, 


Auing diſpatched the two former branches concer- 


ning Diſcouery and Confutation, come wee now to 


the third, which concernes matter of Exhortation, and to 
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which ill by the mercy of God remaine ſound in the 


Good people, you haue heard in all the foregoing dil- 
courſe of falle teachers, and alſo how many ſuch art theſe 
dayes remaine among vs, {educing many in their priuate 


| Conuenticles : g14e me leaue mn the next place, by way of | 


introduction, to ſhew you the realons wherefore the Lord | 
ſuffereth ſuch in his Church, and thea to propound ſome | 
preſervatiues againſt ſeduction, which may ſerue for mat- | 
ter of Exhortation. For the firſt of theſe ; The Lord futte- | 
reth Seducers in his Church with long patience, and doth 
K 2 nor 
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not preſently roote them out, for diuers reaſons : 

Firft, that the goodneſſe of truth might the more ap- 
peare, who could know the benefit of light valeſſe ſome- 
times we were ſenſible of the darkenefle of the night, as 
c Saint Or:ges faith; euen ſo who canne know the benefit 
of healch bur by the ſmart of ſickneſle, or the benefit of li- 
berty but by reftraint or impriſonmenr. 

Secondly, that the word might bee the more deepely 
ſought into. The myſtery of che Trinity had neuer beene 
ſoexactly handled by many ofthe Fathers in < whole Tra- 
ates had not divers damnable Heretickes ſprung vp to 
"Ppole the ſame : wherein the Lord ſhewed his ſingular 
wiſedome (as hee did alſo in the firſt Creation) bringing 
light out of darknefle,truth out of error, good out of euill, 
contraries out of contraries, | 

Thirdly, to trie the Gouernors of the Church, whe- 
ther like ynto the Church of Pergamus, they will tolerate 
ſuch as hold the dotrine of Balaam,Rex..1 2. or with the 
Church of Thyatyra, ſuffer the woman Jeſabel that calleth 
her ſelfe a propherteſle to teach, and to ſeduce Gods fer- | 
uants, Rex.2.20. 

Fourthly,he doth it for the puniſhment of ſuch as baue 
itchingeares and vnconſtant mindes, which are neuer ſa- 
tisfied with any true teachers, eſpecial in publique, but 
haue a luſting after the onyons ang garlike of priuate er- 
rors, preferring any thing done in a priuate Conuenticle 
(chough it be neuer ſo vnwholeſome)before that which is | 
done in the publike Congregation : 1t is juſt with God 
to leaue ſuch curious perſons to bee ſeduced by falſe 
Prophets to their owne eternall deſtrution , Micha 
2+ I's 

Fifthly, God doth it that they which are approved may 
be knowne, 1 Cor.11.19. a ſound Chriſtian is never bet- 
ter diſcerned , then when hee is compared with ſome 
erroneous and . hereticall perſon , hence it is that 
| Saint AugniZine ſaith in one of his © Epiſtles, hereſis 
| enim & ſcandala futura predifta ſunt vt inter inmicos 
| erudiamur

erudiamny ac fic & fides & dileftio noſtra  poſſit eſſe 


probatior, Wee learne infirution amongſt: Hzreti- 
call enemies, thereby our faith and loue are better 
tryed, 
» Thus for the Reaſons wherefore God ſuffreth Here- 
tickes in hy Church. 

Now that you may be preſerued from Seducers on 
euery ſide, which 1 hartily- wiſh, Let mee commend 
ynto you theſe Antidotes againſt ſeduftion by way of ex- 
hortation, 

Firſt, labour to be well inftrued in the grounds and 
principles of true religion, how eafily is an houſe ouer- 
turned waich hath no foundation : euen ſo how ſoone is a 
man remoued from that truth wherein hee was neuer 
grounded and rooted? for the which cauſe in the primi- 
tive Church, as © Saint AuguFtine faith, Bapriſme was ad- 
miniltred ro no Heathen turning Chriſtian, bur yntoſuch 
as were firſt inſtructed in points of Catechiſme: and this 
indeede was an excellent meanes to preuent inconftancie 
and apoſtaſie. 

Secondly, receiue the truth in the loue of it; men are 
hardly drawne from © that they loue : Daxzd loued the 
Law better then Gold and Siluer ; and hence it was that 
hee could never be drawne from it by any Idolatrous 
leducer, P/al 119. There is no greater cauſe, why ma- 
ny become Apoſtates from the truth, then want of ſound 
loue ynto it, 

Thirdly, labour that your knowledge in Religion may 
be experimentall: a man is hardly perſwaded by any art 
2gainft his owne experience : tell a man of meane vnder- 
fianding, that the Crow is white, and the Snow blacke, 
yea vie all the logicke you can to proue it, you ſhall never 
perſwade him : and why ? becauſe he knowes the contra- 
ry by experience :euen ſo,if we knew by experience what 
it were to deny our ſelues, and to depend vpon Chriſt a- 


| Lone for juſtification, ro Papiſt ſhould ener be able to per- 


| 


{wade ys to truſt to humane merits: and if wee knew by 
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experience the intinice benefic of Gods Sabbath, no Fami- 
lift ſhould cuer preuaile with vs to haue it in contempt; 
" experience maketh men refolnte. 

Fourthly,beware of reading ſchiſinatical boo'rs,though 
they be offred vnto you as afriendly gift; beware of fre- 
quenting the company and contenticles. of {educers, 
| thoughyou be neuer fo kindely inuited by falſe friends; 
ſeeming friendly gifrs tending to ſeduRion, are like the 
Troias horſe, which was prertendeq to be the © gift of 
Minerna, but it proued The deſtruRion of Troy. Ia the 
Romiſh Church the common people are nct permitted to 
meddle with our bookes. I would rhe Papifis were- not 
in this particular more prouident for Antichrilt , then we 
Proteitants are for Chritt, 

Fiftly, be praQucall in Religion : be doers of the will of 
God, and then ye thall know ofthe doctrine, whether it 
be of God, or whether the teacher ſpeakes of himſelfe, as 
our Sautourin effect ſpeakerh, Thx 7.16. if it be well ob- 
ſerued what kinde of Protefſors they be ordinarily which 
fall of from the Church to ſets and Ichiſines. I doe not

| doubr bur it will eaſily appeare , that for the moſt part 
they are ſuch, as had a forme of godlinefſe, but denied the

Ou which have beene the meanes to ſeduce many til- 

ly ſoules from the cruth , I beſeech you, if you be not 
come to that height of wickedneſle, as to fit downe in the 
chaire of ſcorners; or as the Septuagints render it 47} «a- 
Sie Auwy , in the chaire of peſtilences: let my counſel! 
be auaileable with you, and breake of your vngodly courſe 
of ſeducing Gods ſeruants, 1 know you rage againſt mee 
for going about to reclaime you, and for endeauouring to 
preſerue my flocke from your ſeducements : but may it 
not juſtly be ſaid of you inthis reſpe&, as © Saint-C'ypriau 
ſaich of ſome in his time ; Sacerdotibus ſacritegns iraſci- 
tr, atque 0 tuam nimiam furioſe dimentiam, traſcert ct 
qu abs te auertere iam det nititur, et mart, qus pro te 
aomint miſericordiam deprecatur : qui vulns tuum ſentit, 
quod ipſe non ſentis. O Furious man, isnot this roo much 
madneſle in thee ; thou art atgry with him which endex- 
uvoureth to auert Gods wrath from thee; thou threatneſt 
him which imploreth mercy for thee at the hands of God, 
which feeles thy wound which thou thy ſelfe doſt not 
fecie, But ro paſſe by your furie with compaſſon,I will en- 
deauour to cure you of your phrenfie,and that two ways. 
Firſt, by ſhewing you the cauſes of your diſeaſe as 2 necel- 
lary Preface : and ſecondly by applying ſome coraziues by 
way of exhortation, 

And the cauſes of your diſcaſcs are divers. Firſt , jgno- 
rance of the true ſenſe of Scripture ,, according to that in 
Mat. 22.29. Doe yee not therefore erre, not knowing the 
Scriptures : whereupon © Saint Chryſoſtome ſaith , much 
herefic hath firſt ſprung from ignorance of Scripture : you 
thinke, as appeares by your practice, that you are the one-

Secondly, you are knowne to deſpiſe all Orthodox wri. 
ters, whoſe Commentarizs might helpe you. And thirdly, 
that you are not guided by the ſpirit of truth, appeares by 
your groſic errors peeuiſhly maintained by you; the which 
three may well conuince you of ignorance, 

2+ The ſecond cauſe of your difeafe 1s pride : you mag- 
nific your owne wiſedome ; ſomeof you maintaine that 
you cannot erre in giving deliberate ſentence in points of 
Diuinitie ; you diſable the Miniſters of the Church , as 
though they knew nothing in compariſon of you;and this 
knowledge of yours, or rather this proud conceit of your 
owne ſuppoſed knowledge cauſeth you toerre,according 
to tharof © Saint Augu(tine; pride is the mother which | 
breederh and bringeth forth the whole brood of Hzre- | 
ticks. Wherefore lay downe your owne vaine conceits of 
your pretended skill, and deſire of God that you may ſce 
your owne nothing-nefle and vnabilitic, that ſo you ma 
be healed : thinke it not an honour to be the head of an 
erronious and factious company,or to be worſhipped by 
them, as the © Athenians in former times worſhipped the 
Wolfe : deſpiſe that honour which comes not of God: 
thinke it a diſgrace to be commended by euill men. 

3- Thethird cauſe of your diſeaſe is couctouſneſle, ac- | 
cording to that which is ſpoken of Sectaries in Roms. 16. | 
18. they that areſuch ſerue not our Lord Teſis Chriſt, but | 
their owne belly. How many time-ſeruers be there which + 
will ſooth great men in their errors, and ſeeme to main- | 
eaine the errors of the time for their owne aduantage? and | 
how many wauering tradeſmen which will readily im- 
brace that faction whereby they may moſt aduance their 
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couctouſ1eſſe and vaine-glory, as you have jt io the mar- | 
gent, Wherefore if cuer you meaneto be cured of your | 
tactiouineſle,deſpiſe the baſe gaine of it : doenort thinke it. 
lo excellent a matter to get by your ſuffriags, going poore 
into the priſon, but comming rich our : account ir not a 
priuiledge ro haue your prolelytes to boalt vp and 
downe, that you ſhall want neither Gold nor Siluer : 
rem-mber that of Salomon, the treaſures of wickedne(ſe 
profit nothing, Pro. 19.2. and that of our Saujour in Afar. 
16. 26. What 15 a man profited if hee ſhould gamne the whole 
world, and looſe his owne ſoule. h 

And thus hauing ſhewed you the maine cauſes of your , 
diſcaſc, I come now to giue or to apply vnto you ſome 
coraziues, to cat out the dead fleſh of error or Hereſie:

Thefe which hane bene named 
may be ſufficient,to forewarne any which haue any ſparke 
of grace remaining in them, to beware of faRion: and a 
thouſand more will not be ſufficient to them which are 
hardned in their hearts.
